The best «orK nas 


that acute observation of practical details allied with i-cen wen to the royal _ families _-or 
seer-like powers of the imagination which has made pos- 
sible his feats of wizardry in the field of scientific inven- 
tion. 
As caught fresh trom his lips day by day by the 


World's correspondent and assembled elsewhere in these 
columns, they reveal the inexhaustible fertility of his 
master-midd. 
At sixty-four he is taking his first vaca- 


tion, and by hard work and little exercise he firmly be- 
lieves he will live to be a hundred or more. 


Mr. Edison finds good wherever he goes without abat- 


ing a jot his sturdy Americanism. 
French bread he 


pronounces the best in the world,, and the cigarette- 
smoking habit of the French and other Latins a sure 
cause of racial degeneracy. 
Mr. Edison himself smokes 


big black cigars, and when not smoking carries one in 
his mouth. 
The Industry, thrift and' intelligence o£ the 


French peasants excite his admiration, yet he finds 
among1 them little evidence of progress in the way of a 
desire for proper housing and farm improvements. 
The 


burden of inherited traditions and customs under which 
they labor weighs on a man who himself has burst all 
traditions and imposed ideas of his own on the world. 


With the Roosevelt notions about race suicide and big 


families he is not in sympathy. "The French are wiser, 
I think, in contenting themselves with fewer children 
and being able to provide them with a proper scope for 
earning their livelihood." 


Standing in front of Notre Dame he muses on what 


the cost of the great cathedral must have meant to the 
people in the middle ages. 
Yet he shows a strong re- 


ligious spirit when he says: 
"1 am not a non-believer 


In God. 
AH scientists in getting nearer and nearer to 


the great first cause feel that about and through and 
in everything there is the play of a» eternal mind." 


In Portugal Mr. Edison would be a republican, In Eng- 


land a radical ot a moderate bent.

yqoars he predicts that there will not be a monarchial 
government, left In tho world. 
The building of schools,

T..VW AND WEAPONS, 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


There is a curious situation in New York as a result 


of the enactment, of the law. which is a favorite in 
police rirrles. prohibiting the carriage of firearms. This 
let. ,is passed, makes it a felony to carry concealed fire- 
arms, ;mrl a misdemeanor to have firearms in posses- 
sion. 
The former provision has wide acceptance, even 


though it puts into the criminal class the man who 
may stick a revolver in his pocket for self-defense In 
an emergency. 


But the Inclusion in tho list of offenders of the man 


who may keep a gun in his house for defense against 
burglars wakes up the public to an unexpected degree. 
One man xvho has a collection of antique firearms writes 
to the papers to know whether he is liable t.n prosecu- 
tion if he keeps them. 
To this he receives the dis- 


turbing assurance that so far as can be judged, in the 
absence of judicial construction, he had better rush to 
police headquarters mid get a permit. 


On the other hand, there are not wanting those who 


nurse a helligerent spirit, and think there, is virtue in 
the clause of the United States constitution that "the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed,." 
To this the reply is made that the law does 


not forbid the people to keep and bear arms; it simply 
regulates the practice of requiring a permit. 
There 


is a further development of a constitutional theory that 
this clause o£ the United States constitution 
forbids 


congress from infringing oji that right, hut does not 
rule the state legislatures. 
There is this color to that 


view, that an early decision on the first amendment to 
the constitution held thnf it restrained congress from 
establishing a national religion, but did not. prevent any 
state from doing so. 
Nevertheless, we make bold to 


predict that, if any state should enact the disqualifica- 
.ion 
of all except the members of a specified religious 


rlenominntion, it would speedily be discovered to be as 
unconstitutional as abridging the freedom of speech or 
the right of petition. 
That states have the right of 


regulation in indisputable, but it is far from clear that 
they can stretch it to 'the extent, of prohibition. .

the simple reason that the class which violates the law 
of highway robbery or burglary will not hesitate at the 
minor offense of carrying weapons. 
The result will nat- 


urally be that the law-abiding class as a whole will be 
left without, means of defense, while the criminals will 
have the illegal weapons. 
The matter has got so hot 


in New York as to produce a charge that the police sup- 
port this law because it will enable them to reward 
criminals who serve their purposes with permits to carry 
weapons.

clcte Academique of -Nantes.

livelihood to the Bretons. Joseph Cil- 
lln, x whose name is still revered In 
Nantes, first prepared the flsh with oil.

dine industry.

long for the cold, damp days which in 
recent years have made up most of 
the July and August calendar.

mental condition which 
In 


many cases amounts to positive nngcr 
at a mere thought of the sun is, of 
course, analogous to the much more 
serious brain symptoms so commonly 


after 
real sunstrokes. 
It 


should be taken as a very serious hint 
that all undue exposure tn the sun 
should lie avoided for the future. Peo- 


ple who have once had a sunstroke in 
tropical countries often suffer severely 
afterwards from exposure to our much 
less intense 
English 
sun. 
In 
the 


same way those subject to sun fear 
are apt in the future to suffer severely 
from sun heat which would not affect 
ordinary individuals. 


"Fatal sunstrokes are so rare in 


England that people are too apt to 
forget the dangers of suddenly ex- 
posing themselves for hours at a time 
to the sun. Italians have a proverb 
that only the dogs and the English 
walk in the sun. Holiday makers, par- 
ticularly those who spend their work- 
ing year Indoors, 
should remember 


that the ability to withstand the sun's 
rays is largely a matter of habit, hence 
the danger of indoor people spending 


their 
holidays 
In 
Indiscriminately 


'enjoying' the sunshine. 
Visitors ta 


the sea are more likely to suffer from 
the sun than those who spend their 
holidays inland, because 
they havt 


to guard against the sun rays, which 
are reflected at an angle from the sea, 
as well as the ordinary direct rays."

The great crescentic sweep of Alas- 


ka's southern coast line is broken at 
its mo»t northerly point by Cook in- 
let,, named after the famous explorer 
of the eighteenth century, an embay- 
ment -which penetrates the mainland 
for nearly 200 miles. 
The drainage 


basin tributary to Cook Inlet is cut 
off from the Yukon and the Kuskok- 
wim waters on the north and west by 
a chain of rugged mountains known 
as the Alaska range, at the heart of 
which towers majestic Mount McKin- 
ley, the highest peak of North Amer- 
ico, and its sister peak. Mount For- 
aker. 
Previous to 1902 this region 


constituted a great block of unknown 
territory. 
When In 1S98 the Unitec 


States 
geological survey began its 


task of 
exploring, 
surveying 
anc 


studying the mineral 
resources 
of 


Alaska, the first worK was of neces- 
sity merely exploratory, for until the 
larger features of drainage and relie 
had been outlined it was. impossible to 
plan topographic ano geologic surveys 
The demand of the prospector was fo 
maps and information to guide him In 
hazardous 
journeys. 
From 1898 to 


1902, therefore, the Alaskan work of 
the 
geological survey v.-as largely a 


series 
of 
r2conneissances, covering 


wide areas and outlining the large: 
physiographic features—a skeleton ti 
be gradually filled in by detailed map 
ping. But the Mount McKinley region 
remained 
untouched. Plans for it 


survey had been considered as earl> 
as 1899. but It was not possible to pu 
them into effect until 1902. 


Into an Unknown Wilderness. 


"The Mount 
McKinley Region o 


Alaska." by Alfred H. Brooks, just 
issued b°y the geological survey 
as 


Professional Paper 70, describes this 
work of early exploration of a vast 
tract of territory absolutely unknown 
and incomparably wild. The report is 
a large volyme describing the geologic, 
geographic nnd mineral resources of 
the region, but Mr. Brocks' brief de- 
scription of the trip itself is a tale of 
real adventure. In 105 days the party, 
consisting of seven men, penetrated 
800 miles of an unknown wilderness 
with almost impasgable swamps, un- 
fofdable rivers, and lofty snow-covered 
mountains. These men depended large- 
ly on their guns for provender, but 
finally accomplished their purpose of 
striking through the Alaska range and 
coming out into the Interior Yukon 
valley, a feat which was looked upon 
by the natives as impossible. Start- 
Ing from Tyonek on Cook Inlet on June 
2, the party struck Inland. 


"Although the Indians and traders 


agreed," says Mr. Brooks, "that with 
good luck we might be able to get 
across the Alaska range, no one be- 
lieved it possible that we could ex- 
tend our work to the Tanana, much 
less to the Yukon. It was the general 
expectation that the party would re- 
turn to Cook inlet In the fall. This 
might have discouraged us had we not 
known that few of the longer explo- 
rations of the geojpglcal survey 
In 


Alaska had been regarded as practi- 
cable by traders who were most fn- 
mlllnr with the locality." 


Mr- Brooks describes a porlns of 


marches, with topographic and geo- 
logic work en route, wenry days of 
trail chopping through dense thickets, 
and experiences with swollen rivers 
which taxed the Ingenuity and hardi- 
hood of the members of the party to 
the utmost to get themselves and their 
pack animals acro«». 
Moose, wild 


sheep and other game occasionally fell 
to the rifles of the men and served as 
most welcome change* In diet. 
At the Bate of the Great Mountairt. 


Finally, Mount McKinley and Mount 


Foraker, which in clear weather had 
been visible for most of the 
time, 


loomed large and majestic and on An - 
gust 4 camp was mode only fourteen 
miles In an a'r line from the summit 
of Mount McKinley. "Here," says Mr. 
Brooks, "a day's delay permitted the 
writer to climb a spur of the moun- 
tain to snow line and to obtain some 
clue to Its geologic 
structure; 
but 


satisfaction at standing on its slope 
nine miles from the summit, which had 
never before been approached by white 
men, 
could not but be tinged with re- 


gret that there was neither time nor 
means for rea.ching a higher altitude." 


The position of Mount McKinley was 


accurately determined, as also its al- 
titude, 20,300 feet. 
Mount Foraker. 


some fifteen miles to the south of 
Mount McKinley. was also located, and 
Its altitude of 17.000 feet determine.!. 
These observations were made from 
a number of other peaks varying in 
height from 8,000 to 11,000'feet. 
The 


actual surveys of the 
trip covered 


about 6,000 square miles, but the In- 
formation obtained and the correla- 
tion established between previous sur- 
veys 
threw 
additional light on the 


geography and topography of about 
20,000 square miles. A large amount 
of geologic work was also 
accom- 


plished, which is described by 
Mr. 


Brooks and Mr. Prindle, of the party. 
in the report. 
First Human Beings Seen for Months. 


As they pressed inland from Mount 


McKinley, Mr. Brooks states, August 
24 was marked by an encounter with 
a white man and a band of Indians, 
"the first human being we had seen 
in nearly three months," and a few 
days later the party emerged-from the 
forest on the bank of the Tanana 
at the small native settlement of Tor- 
tella, or Nenana. "To the natives the 
arrival of white men from the moun- 
tains seemed little short of miracu- 
lous." 
The great hazards of the trip 


had now been overcome, yet the rec 
ord states that in covering an ensuing 
thirty miles the difficulties of travel 
occupied the energies of the 
entire 


party for eight days, as streams had 
to be bridged, ford'ed and rafted, and 
even corduroy trails built. Within sin 
days five different bridges were con- 
structed find six rivers were rafte.l. 
On the 15th of September the part;! 
reached Rampart nnd the next morn- 
ing boarded a river steamer bound for 
St. Michael.

In addi- 
tion to appropriating a large sum of 
money necessary to run the county for 
i he coming year, passed two special ap- 
propriations. 
One calltnR for $175.000 Is 
to apply on the construction of the new 
court house, while another for J30.000, 
will be expended toward the purchase of 
a site and the erection of a heating plant 
for the new temple of Justice. The coun- 
ty commissioners have had an option on 
two lots across the street from the court 
house, for sonie time, and the site will 
be purchased for the sum of js.ooo. while 
$22.0000 Is to be used In the erection 
and equipping of the plant. 
The total 
sum appropriated by the county council, 
v.-hlch includes the salaries of the county 
officers for the coming year, the sums 
above stated, and for all other expense, 
which the county Is liable to incur, will 
amount to nearly $250.000. 
The council 
also voted to not increase the tax Icvy 
for the coming year, hut made a sllpht 
reduction in the county fund, the sum 
taken from this fund to be added to the 
bond fund. The levy for the county fund 
will be 32.65 cents! -while the levy for 
the bond fund will he 12 cents. 
Feeling that the county should have a 
competent man to oversee the work on 
the new court house, and to look after 
the interests of the citizens during the 
construction, the county council yesterduy 
afternoon voted unnnin-ously on a resolu- 
tion asking the commissioners to appoint 
such a man.

KILLING BACTERIA. 


The most recent method of sterlllz- 


ng a water supply does away with all 
use of chemicals, and kills the bacteria 
merely by exposure to light. Not to 
ordinary light, of course, but to ultra 
•iolet light—light whose waves are too 
short to be seen. The process hoe not 
vet como Into practical use, but has 
neon satisfactory In experiments car- 
ried out on a large scale, and seems 
likely to bo used extensively In the 
future. 


It Is merely necessary for the water 


to flow In a thin sheet beneath tl*> 
source of ultra violet light used. One 
minute's exposure is usually sufficient 
to kill all bacteria present. 


As a source of the light required, 


mercury vapor lamps sircar to the 


ghastly green ones found In 
photo- 


graphic studios may be used. In this 
cage, however, the tube of the lamp 
must be of pure quartz, for ordinary 
glass will not let the very short light 
waves pass through. 'It Is as opaque 
to them as a piece of wood If to vis- 
ible light. Instead of a mercury vapor 
lamp it has been found possible to use 
an arc light in ' which the "carbons" 
are made of equal parts of carbon and 
aluminum. 
With moderately cheap 
electricity, 


experts say that the cost 
of 
this 


method of treating water should com- 
pare very favorably with that of other 
methods of disinfection now in use.

side Greece's Simple Splendor.

In spite of time and violence the 


Acropolis 
survives, 
a 
miracle of 


beauty: like nn 
everlasting flower, 


through all that lapee of years It has 
spread Its coronal of marbles to the 
air. unheeded. 
And now, more than 


ever, its temples seem to be Incor- 
porate with the rock they crown. The 
slabs of column nntl casement have t 
Itrown together by long pressure or 
molecular nilhcslon Into a 
coherent 


whole.
